All ties to new Bearing Trees (BTs) are a mag nail set in a hack mark at the root crown (less than 12" 
above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted 
as dbh and are measured approximately 4.5' above ground. Bearings and distances were measured 
from the monument to the mag nail. 


Witness A N 11d W 22./' Mag nail and washer set 0.5' above grade in the 
east side of a 22" maple. 
Witness B N 43d E 33.8' Mag nail and washer set 0.5' above grade in the 
west side of a 0.4' diameter round treated wood 
fence post with fence to the east.

History and Search Procedure: The original GLO surveyor 


beech and a sugar maple. The Monroe County Surveyor, 
Andrew Dillman, used this corner to establish other corners 
in Section 33 in April of 1887 (Reference Survey ID 000025 - 
Monroe County Survey Book 2, pages 436-438), but he did 
not describe or witness a monument. No other references 
were found in the survey record. 


There is an east/west fence along the south side of Ingram 
Road and an east/west fence along the north side that 
extends east from its beginning 22 feet east of the corner. 
We checked the road and the north bank for metal with our 
magnetic locator, but we did not excavate in the road, and 
we did minimal probing around the western end of the north 
fence and its westerly extension. No monument was found. 
There is a north/south mow line approximately in line with the 
west end of the east/west fence on the north side of the road, 
approximately 22' east of the corner. 


Perpetuation: This monument was accepted by the Monroe 
County Surveyor Review Board on September 18, 2018. 
The monument was set and witnessed on July 16, 2018 
(MCS Field Book 52, page 20). 


Other Accessories: 

Work done to preserve existing monument. A Monroe County 
Survey Marker sign was set 2.7' above grade on the north 
side of a 6" diameter natural split wood post with fence to the 
east and west on the south side of Ingram Road. 


Vicinity Description: Corner location relative to nearby features 
and how to reach the corner - note fences, roads, timber, streams, 
topo changes, etc. The monument is in the approximate 
centerline of Ingram Road.
